THK KKASON WHY. 


The Central Paeiflc railroad for very 


nearly ita entire length runs thtough 
a rich and undeveloped mining region. 
That the remonetiaatioa of silver 
woald at least quadruple the business 
of the road will not be disputed. Why, 
tbeo, it is asked, is the railroad com- 
pany oppocod to the election of Bryan? 
Why are ita depots an'd wait-ing rooms 
embelliehed with cartoons illustrating 
the remarks of Mr. MoKinley in the 
moat favorable light aud deprecating 
what Mr. Bryan and the advocates of 
an American financial policy say on 
the great issue of the day ? 


These questions are easily answered. 


The railroad company has the bright- 
est men, whose services can be pro- 
cured, to manage the affairs of its 
various departments. 
These gentle- 


men know full well that the develop- 
ment ;of the mining and other resour- 
ces of Nevada and Utah would increase 
the traffic on its road ten fold. 
They 


also know that the election of William 
J. Bryan would effectually settle tba 
funding question, as the Chicago plat- 
form on which he was 
nominated 


pledges the party against the funding 
bill. 
At present the passage of the 


funding bill, which extends the time 
for the payment of the indebtedness of 
the road to the Government, is deemed 
of greater importance to the company 
'than the inureaee of traffic over tho 
road, hence the company is for the 
gold trust candidate. 


The present Congress is largely Re- 


publican. It is expected that ths fund- 
ing bill, which is now in the bunds of 
the Committee on Pacific Railroads, 
will be reported favorably whan Con- 
gress meets in December, aud that it 
will pass the House. 
To oppose the 


election of McKiuley, though his de- 
feat would increase the business of the 
road, would antagonize the Republi- 
cans in Congress and result in shelving 
tiia funding bill, and there would be 
no hope of its passage by the next 
Congress with Bryan in the 
White 


House pledged against it. 
That is a 


sufficient reason for the railroad com- 
pany to do what it is doing for the 
election of MeKinluy.

materially increased by the election of 
Bryan. Increased traffic is a second- 
ary consideration with the company, 
but it is of the first importance to the 
men, who are out of employment. 


But, asks the McKinley man, why 


are nearly nil the railroads in the 
United States, whether subsidized by 
the Government or not, opposed to the 
election of Bryan ? The answer is that 
nearly all the railroads are bonded; 
the bonds are held by foreigners, utid 
the agents of the bondholders in this 
country insist that 
the 
railroad 


officials shall nse their influence to 
maintain the gold standard. 
If the 


railroad companies were not controlled 
by the bondholders they would doubt- 
leas be unanimous for Bryan, as they 
know full well that his election woald 
increase the traffic of the roada. 
The 


train men aud employes of tho railroad 
companies know that increased traffic 
would necessitate'the employment of 
more meu, and very many of them in 
the great Middle States are, therefore, 
for Bryan. 


JONK9 OB B1UELOW-WHICH ? 


The Legislature to be elected by the 


sovereign people of Nevada next Tues- 
day will elect a sncoessor to Senator 
Jones, whose term will expire on the 
8.1 of March, 1807. Senator Jones will 
be a candidate to succeed himself, and 
Judge Blgelow will probably be his op- 
ponent, aa he is the logical candidate 
of the single gold standard men.

KKPUBI.ICAN HYPOCRISY. 


•A. Total Abandonment of Principles for 


Pnrty Mame and Federal Pav. 


Never in political history has there 


been a more glaring example of an 
abandonment of political principles for 
party tiame than that exhibited this 
year by the Republicans of. Nevada. 
For the sake of the party name, and 
possibly some Federal patronage, the 
men who now compoi e it, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, abandoned declarations 
of principles they have heretofore made 
in the most solemn manner possible. 


The Republican party of Nevada, and 


osp;cully of |Waahoo county la> tbis 
year proven itself unworthy the trust 
and confidence of the people. By its 
recent action it has demonstrated that 
its past oat ward attitude was one of 
deceit and-hypoorisy. 


Many prominent Republicans left the 


party somo years ago, aud tbia year all 
of those who honestly beliovo in the 
principles assumed by the Republican 
party iu the past, must of necessity 
sever their connection with the organ- 
ization. The wonder ia how aiiy self- 
respecting citizen of this State cau still 
remain in the party. 


A review of tbe recent past declara- 


tions of the party will convince every 
intelligent person that those who now 
remain in .the party, either have little 
or no regard for declarations of prin- 
ciple made by it and hence are un- 
worthy of confidence, or else they have 
had H sudden and miraculous conver- 
sion to a political policy directly op- 
posite to all former pretensions. That 
the Republican party of Nevada us now 
composed has no regard whatever for 
declarations of party principles, there 
can be little doubt when its past record 
is compared with its present stand. 


P^irtTT PRINCIPLES IN I8i)0. 


At a meeting of the State Central 


Committee of the Republican party 
held on May 20, 1890, the following res- 
olution was adopted: 


" Resolved, That the Republican party 


of this State is in favor of free and un- 
limited coinage of both gold and silver) 
that it holds to this principle as a ten- 
eut of party faith and a test of party al- 
legiance; that it will permit of no 
abandonment or modification of this 
doctrine; that let whosoever will prove 
recreant to the principle of bimetallism 
it will remaiu steadfast thereto, ami 
that it invites all voters iu Nevada who 
favor the repeal of the iniquitous in- 
terlineated law of 1873, by which silver 
was demonetized, and tho establish 
tueut of free and unlimited coinage as 
the law of the United States of Amer- 
ica, tn join in electing delegates to a 
liupublicau State Convention." 


Think of it! The Bepubliean parfy 


of Nevada only six years ago derUariu^ 
"that tlia free and unlimited coinage oi 
silver was a tenant of party faith aud a 
test, of p;irty allejjiancH " It would 
permit of no abandonment or modifica- 
tion of this doctrine, and yet wast tit 
tlrst to not oulyniodify,but to abandon 
it. If it 
%v>ia not Cor so much cold 


treachery in the proposition, the fol- 
lowing words would now sound ex- 
tremely humorous: "Let whosoever 
will prove rec>'eaiit to the principle ol 
bimetallism, it-will..remain steadfast 
thereto." 


WASHOE COUNTY REFDBLKJANS. 


In the aamn year, 1890, the Republic-

meed of praise which their services so 
pre-eminently merit." 


Now Senators Jones and Stewart and 


ex-Cou^ressman Bartine have all let'i 
the Republican party because of it* 
antagonism to "the interests of the 
people ot the State of Nevada:" There: 
fore the few Republicans BOW left in 
Nevada cannot Hud any good any of 
them ever did, and instead of honestly 
according to them "that full meed of 
praise which their services so pre-emi- 
aeutly merit," they have nothing but 
abuse to showar upon them. . 


THE PARTY IN 1892. 


The Republican Stats platform : of 


1892 contained the following:

maintain the purity of the two metals at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, aud we demand the 
enactment of such legislation as'a sim- 
ple matter of justice, both to the silver

In 1892 tbe Republicans of Washoe 


couht; had this to eay hi thier plat- 
form: 


"We ore unequivocally in, favor of

We believe 
tbat the Republican party, which is 
ever progressive in its views," if) "and

We come now to the year 1894, the 


laat campaign preceding tho present. 
It is a comparison of the pretensions 
of the party two year? ago with the 
latest of thosJe of this year, that con- 
demns it as an organization wholly re- 
gardless of principle and without any 
respect whatever for its word of honor. 
A glance at the State and county plat- 
forms of the Republican party two 
years ago will show that the party en.

" Who can read the above declaration 
iud not condemn the party that basely 
betrays the confidence those declar- 
ations imposed ? 
One of two things is 


true—the party was attempting to im- 
pose upon the people two years ago or 
is attempting to impose upon them 
uow.

By the action of the Republican 


party tthis year, it pleads guilty to the 
virime, for crime, it is, of opposing the 
"permanent return of prosperity to 
jur country," by opposing with all its 
power what it acknowledges is "the 
only perfect mode of restoring it." 
, MORE EVIDENCE QF DOUBLE DEALING. 


Take the next paragraph in tbat plat- 


form and what do we find ? 


" Wo hereby pledge our candidate for 


Congress and request ourUnitedStates 
Senators to make the question of silver 
paramount to every other, to treat it as 
strictly non-partisan, which it is, to 
nold themselves free from all party 
dictation concerning it, and to use all 
honorable means to bring about its 
complete restoration at the old time 
ratio of 16 to J." 


The Republicans have been and are 


now engaged in throwing mud at our 
Senators and Congressman for doing 
the very thing the State platform re- 
quested them to do. 


Here is another declaration from the 


SKID e Republican State platform. Do 
the people now believe it is true ? 


" We solemnly declare that the alti- 


tude of the Silver party of thla State 
presents a false issue and conveys the 
impression abroad, that we are divided 
upon'the silver question; when in 
truth aud fact (?) there is no sentiment 
iu this State adverse to the complete 
restoration of silver." 


Is there anyone who now thinks there 


is "no sentiment in tbe State adverse 
to the complete restoration of silver ?" 
If so let him refer to the platform of 
the recent Republican State Conven- 
tion held at Carson. 


What can the people think of a body 


of. men who will declare .in 
such 


" holemn " terms their devotion to sil- 
ver, and in such a short, time renounce 
them all ? 


Two years ago the Republican party 


of Nevada claimed in 
unmeasured 


terms its devotion to silver and under- 
took to-convince the people that it and 
it alone could be relied upon to do any- 
thing for the white metal.

" Considering the advanced position 


it has recently taken we believe (?; tbe 
Republican party gives the best as- 
surance of favorable silver legislation 
and tbat the stronger we cau make the 
silver sentiment within that party, the 
nearer it will come to responding to 
our demand. 


" We therefore appeal t o the citizens 


of our suffering commonwealth not to 
fritter away their strength by making 
war upon the only (?) power that is 
capable of doing anything for them and 
is willing to do it, but to join us Under 
the banner of 'Protection and Bimetal- 
lism' in an honest (?), determined (?) 
effort to reach the end so ardently de- 
sired by ell." 


The Republican party admits .the 


honest purpose of tho Silver and Popu- 
list parties in this State, but who can 
be found who will admit that the Re 
publican party of this State was 
"honest" in its declarations of devo- 
tion to silver. It is safe to say thatnot 
even a Republican can now be found 
who will have the effrontery to claim 
that his party was '' honest" in its as- 
sumed attitude toward silver iu the 
past. One thing is sure—it was dis- 
honest two years ago, or is dishonest 
now. Either way makes it unworthy of 
support. 


If Republicans considered the fore' 


going a good argument why the party 
should be supported, if they will now 
apply tbe same line of reasoning to the 
conditions that now prevail and act 
upon thum, there will not be a Repub 
licau vo^e cast in the State this year, 
ihe "advancedposition"argument will 
hardly be considered good this year 
since the party has declared for the 
gold standard. 


T'je fight now is " between the two 


Kreat armies in American politics," but 
the Republican party is now on the 
side of the gold, trust. The Nevada 
contingent has deserted the standard 
they themselves raised two years ago 
and have become camp followers of 
Mark Banna's army.

Only two years ago—think of it-^-tbe 


Washoe Republicans cordially indorsed 
the State platform with all its declara- 
tions for silver. But what have they 
done with those principles that were 
"so worthy of support." The enthnsi 
asm of Washoe Republicans, for the 
most part, in behalf of silver, died out 
when Mark Hanna issued ids imperial 
order that the faithful who would sup- 
port MaKinley and the gok! standard 
would beoaredifor. 


What a condition our State Senator 


is placed in. Pledged as ne is by his 
partyvplatform he cannot support any 
Republiealr-in the State, not even 
Judge Bigelow, for the high office of 
United States Senator.
